Wholesale Food Prices Drop 
Plane Hijacked 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


government reported today the 
biggest drop in wholesale food 
prices in eight months for 
April, due largely to a sharp 
decline in meat prices. 


In another report, the Labor 


Department said the nation's 
total employment and unem- 
ployment 
remained 
virtually 


unchanged last month, with the 
.jobJfiKLxate holding steady at 
5.9 per cent of the work force. 


The report on wholesale 


prices said the average cost of 
meats, poultry and fish de- 
clined 2.9 per cent in April. 
This was the major factor in an 
over-all decline of seven-tenths 
of one per cent for all farm 
products and processed foods. 


Wholesale food prices are 


generally reflected fairly soon

The report said a broad 


range of prices of wholesale 
raw materials and manufac- 
tured products rose three-tenths 
of one per cent. 


All wholesale prices of food 


and industrial commodities av- 
erage out to a rise of one-tenth 
of one per cent, boosting the 
Wholesale Price Index to 117.5 
ot its 1967 base of 100. This 
meant it cost $117.50 on the av- 
erage for wholesale 
goods 


worth $100 five years ago. The 
latest index was 3.7 per cent 
above a year ago. 


The report on jobs said the 


total number 
of employed 


Americans actually rose some 
400,000 to 80.6 million 
and 


unemployment dropped 
more 


than half a million to 4.7 mil- 


lion. But these developments 
are expected for April and the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics fig- 
ured no change in both employ- 
ment and unemployment on a 
seasonally adjusted basis. 


The report also said average 


earnings of nearly 50 million 
rank-and-file workers—more 
than half the nation's work 
force—rose two cents per hour 
to $3.59 and increased $1.10 per 
week to $132.83.

above a year ago. After deduc- 
tion for the 3.5 per cent rise in 
living costs over the same peri- 
od the gain in purchasing pow- 
er was a little over $4 per 
week.

Eastern Air Lines jet, picked 
up $300,000 ransom during a 
stopover at Dulles International

Other passengers among the 


56 persons aboard the plane 
were let off at Dulles after the 
money and escape gear, in- 
cluding six parachutes, were 
delivered to the hijacker. 


The Federal Aviation Admin- 


istration said it had no clue to 
his identity or planned destina- 
tion. 


Asked where the plane was 


headed, an FAA spokesman 
said: "You get out your crystal 
ball and tell us." 


The man, described only as 


light-skinned, 
hijacked 
East- 


ern's night 175 shortly after it 
left Allen town, Pa., at 10 a.m. 
The flight was bound for Wash- 
ington National Airport and 
Miami, Fla.

Money was assembled at a 


branch bank at the airport. The 
cash and escape equipment 
were taken to the plane on a 
pickup truck about an hour and 
40 minutes after it had landed. 


The other 48 passengers be- 


gan debarking about 25 minutes 
later into a mobile lounge. That 
took 20 minutes. One of the four, 
stewardesses among tfe» 
of seven also left the plane.

Wallace's

a phenomenally low figure re- 
flecting white 
voter 
apathy 


over a sure Wallace victory 
and indifference by blacks to 
an election that many of them 
felt gave them no choice. Ten- 
nessee has 2.2 million regis- 
tered voters.

Environmentalists Accused 
in Cache River Hearing 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — An 


Army Engineer official accused 
Thursday environmentalists op- 
posing the proposed Cache Riv- 
er-Bayou

nelization project of being guil- 
ty of "tunnel vision" that "jast 
doesn't look at the regional 
problem." 


Col. John V. Parish, Memphis 


district engineer, testified in U. 
S. District Court here 
that 


there was no feasible alterna- 
tive to ditching the river that 
would give farmers along the 
stream the relief from flooding 
that was needed desperately. 


Parish's testimony came dur- 


ing the third day of a hearing 
on a lawsuit brought by envi- 
ronmentalists that seeks to halt 
the $60 million channelization 
project. 


Parish 
conceded 
that 
the 


channelization of the Cache and 
its major tributary, Bayou De- 
View, would drain much of 
what is now swampland along 
the two streams, and that this 
land probably would be cleared 
by private landowners for row 
crop production. However, he 
maintained that the objective of 
the project was flood control, 
not cropland acquisition. 


Michael Palmer, an attorney 


for the Environmental Defense 


Fund, a plaintiff in the suit, 
asked Parish why the Engi- 
neers had listed the acquisition 
of new croplands as an econom- 
ic benefit of the proposed proj- 
ect if such acquisition was not 
an avowed purpose of the proj- 
ect. 


Parish replied that when for- 


merly unproductive land was 
put into cultivation, the value 
of it went up, and there was 
nothing the Engineers could do 
about it.

point of view and tragedy from 
the hunters' point of view," he 
said. 


The plaintiffs had put forth 


what they said were several al- 
ternatives

WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. 


officials appear to be staking 
their chief hopes for defeat of 
the North Vietnamese offensive 
on grinding down the enemy's 
forces in the weeks ahead. 


One official said such attri- 


tion can work "if the South 
Vietnamese can hold." 


After the crumbling of South 


Vietnam's 3rd Infantry Division 
and the loss of Quang Tri this 
is subject to some doubt, al- 
though Defense Department of- 
ficials say South Vietnamese 
marines, airborne troops and 
other soldiers have fought well 
in various critical battles. 


Certain Pentagon intelligence 


experts say the North Vietnam- 
ese are paying a higher price 
in lives than they can afford in 
order to take such key objec- 
tives as firebases and provin- 
cial capitals. This, these offi- 
cials contend, should tell on the 
battlefield within a few weeks. 


Their thinking is based on an 


assessment 
that North Viet- 


namese battle losses are ir- 
replaceable because Hanoi has 
sent virtually all its regular 
army into combat throughout 
Indochina, principally against 
South Vietnam.

courage it," Dr. Routh said in 
an interview. 


So far, three cases are known 


in which Southern Baptist con- 
gregations have ordained wom- 
en, the latest in March by the 
Bainbridge Street church in 
Richmond, Va. 


It ordained Majorie Lee Bail- 


ey, who for six years has 
served as chaplain at the Vir- 
ginia State Industrial Farm for 
Women. 


Previously, in October, 1971, 


the Kathwood Baptist church of 
Columbia, S.C., ordained Shir- 
ley Carter, who is now religious 
and family counselor at the 
South Carolina prison for wom- 
en in Columbia. 


According to records, the 


first such Southern Baptist or- 
dination was in 1964, when the 
Watts Street Baptist church in 
Durham, N.C., ordained Addle 
Davis, who was called as pas- 
tor of First Baptist church of 
Readsboro, Vt. 


The Vermont congregation is 


in the American Baptist Con- 
vention, the northern Baptist 
wing, which for a century has 
had ordained women. 


As to why it now is happen- 


ing in the theologically more 
conservative Southern Baptist 
Convention, Dr. Routh said that 
both the modern drive for wom- 
en's rights and the emphasis on 
more diversified types of minis- 
try have combined to bring 
women into the ordained role.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Lee County Cooperative Clinic 
at Marianna refused for more 
than a month to make available 
to a newsman a copy of its re- 
cent audit. 


After being advised of a let- 


ter from an Office of Economic 
Opportunity official instructing 
the clinic to make available the 
clinic's last audit, Oily Neal 
Jr., clinic administrator, said 
Thursday he would send the au- 
dit as requested. 


Neal earlier had promised to 


bring a copy of the audit to a 
reporter who had asked about 
it, but he did not do so. 


Neal said there was nothing 


to hide, but that regulations of 
the OEO, which funds the clin- 
ic, prohibited disclosing mate- 
rial for publication without 15 
days prior notice to OEO in 
Washington. 


However, OEO officials in 


Washington said Neal was mis- 
using the notification provision 
and that it did not apply to his 
grant. Then came Cooper's let- 
ter. 


Neal said it was an OEO offi- 


cial who had cautioned the clin- 
ic against making the audit 
available without prior approv- 
al from OEO. 


"Our program analyst, Bill 


White, gave me the word on 
that," Neal said Thursday. "I 
guess he made a mistake." 


The clinic has been the 


source of controversy. It was 
set up to provide medical care 
for the poor in the county, 
which is mostly black. Some 
whites blame clinic activities 
for racial unrest in the area. 


The OEO recently approved a 


$1.2 million grant. Jpr cjftfc op: 
erations over- the 
next 18 


months. Some whites attempted 
without success to get Gov. 
Dale Bumpers to block the 
grant. 


The audit in question, done 


by a Memphis firm, would have 
covered a period prior to the 
awarding of the new grant. 


The newsman's request for 


the audit was first made in 
March. That request and suc- 
ceeding ones were met with as- 
surances from Neal and Mrs. 
Alice Morganfield, clinic book- 
keeper, that the audit would be 
made available, or would be 
mailed. However, it never was. 


OEO officials in Washington 


and Dallas said copies of the 
audit could be obtained by the 
newsman 
without 
violating 


regulations. They said the clin- 
ic would be the source of such 
a copy. 


The CPA in Memphis said his 


firm could not make the audit 
available because of ethical re- 
strictions. The state Planning 
Department said it had no copy 
of the audit.

The flap over the pageant be- 


gan last month when the stu- 
dent union board decided not to 
sponsor the pageant, partly due 
to apathy and partly due to the 
fact that the pageant has been 
a money losing proposition for 
the past five years. The deficit 
was $1,000 last year. 


Randy McNair, president of 


the Student Union Governing 
Board, said that his group put 
an advertisement in the school 
newspaper asking for volun- 
teers to help with the pageant 
and got no response.

interest," McNair said. In fact, 
he said no one complained to

should be loacted away from 
existing units of the state 
penitentiary during a meeting 
here Thursday with the Ar- 
kansas Legislative Council. 


Some council members are 


opposed to locating the new re- 
formatory away from the exist- 
ing units, although none took is- 
sue Thursday with the state- 
ment given by Marshall Rush, 
chairman 
of the Correction 


Board, that the reformatory 
should be located near a metro- 
politan area large enough to 
provide various services for 
women inmates. 


Rush told the council the 


board has not visited all the 
sites under consideration for 
the reformatory. He said mem- 
bers of the board hoped to visit 
the sites and have a recommen- 
dation for the council within 30 
days. The council agreed to the 
30-day provision and instructed 
its Charitable, Penal and Cor- 
rectional 
Institutions 
Com- 


mittee to meet with the board 
before the board meets with the 
full council again. 


The council does not have 


veto power over the choice of a 
site, but it is unlikely that the 
board would choose a site over 
strong council opposition. 


The board has $916,000 in 


state and federal funds to build 
a new women's reformatory. 


Rush said the Pine Bluff 


Chamber of Commerce had 
suggested three sites in Pine 
Bluff for the proposed refor- 
matory. The board also is con- 
sidering a site at Camp Robin- 
son in North Little Rock.
